PARIS, Nov. %—Some of the love letters 
written to Count Bon! de Castellane by his 
women favorites and which were read by 
Maitre Cryppi in the courtroom the other 
day may tow be given to the public. They 
reveal better than anything elee the degreda- 
tion to which the count subjected his wife, 
who was Anna Gould. 

One day, only a few months after her mar- 
riage eleven years ago, the countess ap- 
proached her husband, who was writing. 
Leaning affectionately on his shoulder she 
glanced down at his desk and read; 

Thou alone art lacking to my happiness. 

o BONIT. 

Realizing she had seen the concluding 
words of hie love missive to another woman 
the count sprang to his feet and in a tower- 
ing age struck his wife in the face. Nor wae 
his anger checked by any lingering shame be- 
cause of the servant's presence. 


He’s All Her Joy. 
Another woman, well known in Paris, wrote 
the following affectionate missive: 

\Dearest Little Boni Mine: I cannot let Christmas 
pease without sending my wishes that God may 
grant all your desires and keep you in that health 
and energy which makes ali my joy. I know you 
are so much occupied with such pretty women that 
I cannot enjoy alone your sweet compantionehip. 


But you will never have truer friend. Thine, 
LUCIE DE LEMNOS” 


Maitre Cruppi described the writer as “a 
woman who has many friends among men 
and many enemies among good women.” 


Dummy Aids Deception, 

Maitre Cruppi told, too, of the countess go- 
ing to her husband's bedroom one morning. 
She called to him but received no answer. 
* He sleeps soundly.” .she thought, and ap- 
proached the bed, where a motionless figure 
was stretched. It was a dummy, made up to 
resemble the count, 

As the countess left the bed chamber she 
met her husband coming from the room where 
siept one of thelr guests, a married woman, 
who bears a noble and historic name, whom 
the lawyer called only “ Mme. A."’ He read 
a letter signed by this woman, The countess 
found it soon after the episode of the lay 
figure in an unlocked writing desk in the Caa- 
tellane chateau. It ran:

my only ‘some one,” and thou art willing to be,

Pleads for a Message. 

Another letter which the lawyer read in the 
courtroom was from the intermediary for a 
woman of high position in society.

At least send a telegram to save 
her from despair. 

Soon afterwards came thie letter to the 
count, who spent $8,000,000 of his wife's 
money and “ allowed ” her only ” @ month 
for pin money: 

How grateful I am for thy blessed, sas tele- 
gram. My happiness at this moment compensates 
me for the anguish for these two awful days of 
silence, I kiss thee tenderly on thy neck, close 
te thine eat. Dost thou feel my embrace? 

Another married woman in highest society, 
but apparently away from Paris, wrote; 

Thy letter was @ kiss, a caress. Iam well again. 
What hideous thought it was that haunted me; 
that thou wert sitk and away from me, and I 
unable to help or soothe thee. _Thou art my own 
self. 

The weather is lovely here. I see mountains 
floating through sunny vapors and unimaginable 
eolors like forme in fairy land. Butall this beauty 
pales before the joys we have known together.

C.," who is a baroness, Maitre Cruppl 
said that one night after a princely reception 
at the Petit Trianon, when the lights were 
all out and the night porters had double 
barred the palace gates, shrieks sounded in 
the garden. The servants rushed thither 
and found “ Mme. C.’’ and the count. There- 
upon he dismissed the servants en masse, 

paying each six months’ wegee, 

However, ' Mme. C." relented. Her maid 
swears in an affidafit, which Maitre Cruppt 
read, that she carried letters between 
madame and the count as often as three times 
a day. A handkerchief hung on madame's 
window shutter when her husband wes not 
at home. Then appeared Count Boni, and 
madame gave strict orders that she was not 
to be disturbed. 

Maitre Crupp! exhibited a photograph of 
an Englishwoman inseribed — “to dearest 
Boni” and read her letter, incompreh ible 
for the most part, but full of passion mingled 
with remorse.

Battleship Bigger than Dread- 
nought Provided For. 


NOTHING LIKE IT AFLOAT. 


Vessel of 20,500 Tons with Twelve 
12 Inch Guns Is Project.

Washington, D. C., Nov, 3-—[Special.]— 

Either of the plans submitted by thé bureau 
of construction and repair for the new bat- 
tleship which is to be constructed, if carried 
out, will give the navy of the United States 
the most powerful battleship in the world, 
aceording to those who know what the plans 
are. 
The plans, together with others submitted 
by outsiders, are now under consideration 
by a special board appointed by Secretary 
of the Navy Bonaparte. One plan provides 
for a vessel of exactly 20,000 tons displace- 
ment, and the other for a floating fort of 
20,500 tons displacement, 

Either plan; it is confidently expected, will 
give to the American navy a warship far 
more powerful than the famous English 
Dreadnought, which haa started all govern- 
ments to rush the construction of huge ships. 


Puts Dreadnought in the Shade. 
The Dreadnought éarries ten 12 inch guns, 
while its secondary battery is inconsiderabie. 
One of the plans for the new American ship 
provides for ten 12 inch guns and the other 
for twelve 12 inch guns. This second pian 


would give an astounding battery strength - 


in a broadside fire, the most important cun- 
sideration of twelve 12 inch guns. The bat- 
tery could be made possible by virtue of a 
new arrangement of turrets. In the plana for 
the 20,000 ton ship provision ts made for ten 
12 inchers mounted in double gun turrets, all 
on a center line, thus giving a broadside of 
all guns. A battery of twelve 5 inch guns, to 
be known as the torpedo defense battery, is 
another feature, 

In the plans for the 20,500 ton vessel there 
are twelve 12 inch guns in six turrets, all on 
the center line. Not all of the turrets, how- 
ever, will be on the same deck, provision 
being made for the center turrets of the group 
to be forty-five feet above the water iine. 
The design also provides for gixteen 5 inch 
gune for torpedo defense, the battery to be 
protected by five incnes of armor. 


Little Provision for Defense. 


The most serious criticism of the designe 
for the ship is that none of the five tneh 


guns can be fired astern, and only two com- 


mand a fire over the bow. This would tend 
to make the vessel vulnerable to torpedo at- 
tack from the stern, and would make defense 
against a torpedo attack straight sheed dim- 


| euilt. 


It is expected that the plans for the 20,500 
ton ship will be adopted by the department.

In the predictions of both republican and 
Gemocratic state party managers for the 
election on Tuesday there is the admission 
that an en Cars prohibition vote will 
be cast. 

This vote is likely to be the feature of the 
election, tut it is not likely to produce any 
real results. It may aid two or three pro- 
hibition legislative candidates, but otherwise 
it will stand only ag an indicaéion of a down 
state dislike to voting for men with un- 
familiar names. / 

Counting on thie probably heavy prohibi- 
tion vote the prediction of the republican 
state committee is for about the normal re- 
publican plurality, for the election of twenty 
of the twenty-five members of congress, 
twenty-one of the twenty-six state sena- 
tors, and eighty-six of the 153 members of 
the house of representatives. 

The democratic committee predicts the 
election of eight of the twenty-five congress- 
men and sixty-eight of the 153 members of 
the house. As usual in state elections the 
only question ie how much the republicans 
will get, it beirg understoed that the ab- 
normal congreesional conditions produced by 
the Roosevelt vote of 1904 will be changed 
beck to normal. 


Republicans Sure of Control. 

No matter how the election of members of 
the. state legislature results. the democrats 
cannot Secure control of that body. . They 
nominated enough candidates. 
Seventy-seven ‘is neceseary for contro! and 
the party has nominated only seventy-three. 
The republicans have twenty-one of the 
twenty-four holdover senators and need to 
elect only five’ senators to maintain their 
contro] in the upper house. : 

The legislative election canfiot, even by 
courtesy, be called a party race. The only 
question seems to be how much trouble the 
smaller parties and the independents will 
make for the two large parties. 

In admitting that there .will be an excep- 
tional. prohibition vote the major parties are 
guided by the reports they have received 
fram. the various counties. The republicans 
have made a fairly good canvass of the state 
and this shows the same condition. 


Count on Heavy “Dry” Vote. 

Report after report from down state re- 
publican .caunty committeemen announced 
that a heavy prohibition vote for state treas- 
urer will be cast in their districts. 

Both the republican and the democratic or- 
ganizations. knew. that this condition would 
follow the nomination of the two Chicagoans, 
but the republicans:-knew they would win 
in the ordinary course of events and the 
demo¢rats did net put forth any claim of a 
shadow of success. 

The republican: organization wished . to 
pulid itself up in Cook county and knew that 
the nomination of Mr. Smulski, which was 
warranted because. of his high standing. in 
Chicago, would strengthen the republican 
hold on Polisii voters. 

These; same, Polish voters are matter of 
concern ta the local democratic party, which 
has little or no interest in the state treas- 
urership. So far as any serious thought was 
given to the democratic nomination it was 
considered the,.part of policy to nominate a 
man’ who could make the same appeal as Mr. 
Smulski to the Polish voters—Mr. Piotrowski. 


Local Situation. More Important. 

In- doing so the democrats passed up the 
opportunity: to secure the political advantage 
down state which the prohibitionists now get 
in a measure.

‘PARTY LINES SMASHED. 


Extraordinary Elements Injected 
at Eleventh Hour Make It 
Difficult to Foresee Result. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRES.) _. 

New \ ork, Nov. 8—Today’ practically 
closed the most extraordinary campaign for 
governor of New York in the political history 
of the state, although both candidates will 
continue speechmaking until Monday night, 

It has been a campaign of personalities 
rather than policies, ne men instead of meas- 
ures, and it has stirerd the interest of the. 
voters. the Empire state to its extreme 
boundaries, For vigor and vi it 
has been without precedent among _ state 
campaigne, and for persistency. * Aupeals 
for votes by the two candidates it 


alone. 
National iesues, aside from the so-called 
“ trusts,” have been , and 
state insues scarcely have recefved passing 
mention. Sensational charges. have been 
injected. from time to time, and interest has 
been kept at the highest p for several 


The official close of the campaign tonight 
was amidet a blaze of political enthusiasm, 
and rapid fire oratory. .Both Charlies E. 
Hughes, the republican nominee, and Will- 
iam R: Hearst, the candidate of the demo- 
cratic party and the Independence league, 
carried out the programs mapped out for 
them by their respective political managers, 
notwithstanding the remarkable round of 
speechmaking upstate had worn their voices 
and left the candidates weary. 


Situation Without Precedent. . 


The close of the campaign finds a political. 


situation unprecedented in this state, and. 
some of the shrewdest politicians who have 
been watching the trend of affairs admit that 
the usual sources of political prognostication 
are all but worthless. - 

Party lines have been broken as seldom be- 
fore. Mr. Hughes has been making & special’ 
plea for democratic support, declaring him- 
self to be free from political obligation to 
any person or thing, and asserting that the 
platform which he stands on is broad enough 
to welcome the support of “ all good citizens 
who desire a clean and honest administration 
at Albany.” 


Mr. Hearst has attacked the “ trusts " and 


“ boss rule,” and through his Independence 
league he is claiming the support of many 
republicans. Mr. Hearst has been attacked 
by his opponent “ for having taken the hand 
of a boss te secure the democratic nomina- 
tion,” and the alleged “ Hearst-Murphy 
deal”? has been the subject of numerous re- 
publican speeches. 


Campaign One of Attacks. 

Mr. Hughes has charged that “ money 
was lavishly used to secure control of the 
democratic convention at Buffalo,” and he 
has cited the tumult of that political gather- 
ing “as an evidence of what might be ex- 
pected at Albany in the event of the success 
of Hearst and Hearstiem.” Mr. Hughes has 
made much of the fact that prominent “* old 
line democrats,” among them John N. Car- 
lisi¢ and Thomas M. Osborne,“have openly 
deserted the democrati¢ ticket and have 
urged others of the ‘party to forlow their ex-

He declares that while decrying 
corporations and “ heaping vilification and 
abuse upon corporation officials " Mr. Hearst. 
“is a corporation himself.” 


Defection from Both Sides. 


He says the Hearst newspapets in New 
York have been incorporated and that the 
corporation laws have been taken advantage 
of to shield ‘‘ the real owner from personal 
liability in certain damage suits.” He also 
charges that the “ Hearst newspaper corpo- 
rations -by. claiming their abilities to, be 
greater than their assets, have sworn off 
all taxes assessed against them, and are, 
practically speaking, ‘ tax dodgers.’ ” 

Mr. Hearst in reply to Mr. Hughes has 
claimed that his political sincerity is estab- 
lished by the sincerity with which he has 
been attacked by “ the trusts and the corpo- 
rations.’” Mr. Hearst claims the practicaily 
undivided support of union labor and the 
Independence league, and asserts that he has 
so broken down the republican machine up 
state as to make impossible the huge repub- 
lican majority which has heretofore been 
brought down to the Bronx to wipe out the 
democratic plurality In greater New York. 

Mr. Hughes and the republican campaign 
managers are ready to admit that there has 
been defection from the republican ranks 
among the laboring classes, but assert that 
this loss is more than offset by the promised 
support of the “ old line democrats.” 


Murphy Only Sure of City. 

Leader Murphy of Tammany Hall claims 
that Mr. Hearst, whom Tammany helped to 
nominate at Buffalo degpite his attacks upon 
the organization during his mayoralty cam- 
paign of a year ago, will carry greater New 
York by a plurality of from 80,000 to 100,000" 
votes. The republicans say they are elated. 
over this prediction, for théy claim Mr. 
Hughes will come to the Bronx with 200,000 
votes to spare. 

Hearst started his speech making tour of 
the state almost five weeks ago, shortly after 
his nomination by the Independence league 
in this city, and before his nomination by 
the democratic convention on Sept. 26, and 
continued up to the eve of election. Charles 
KE. Hughes began his campaign a few days 
after the republican convention gave him the 
homination unanimously at Saratoga on 
Sept. 26. 

Both Mr. Hearst and Mr. Hughes have trav- 
eled in special care throughout the state, and 
scarcely a county that has not greeted them 
with enthusiasm. Both have made efforts to 
gain the votes of the up-state counties. 


Croker’s Attitude a Factor. 

Probably the most sensational features of 
the campaign were the messages of Richard 
Croker, former leader’ of Tammany and 
now a resident of Ireland, and the remark- 
able attack of Secretary‘of State Root upon 
Mr. Hearst in his speech at Utica o ee og 1. 

Mr. Croker cabled State Senator 
Carren, democratic leader in Kings rath 
his congratulations upon McCatfren’s con- 
sistent opposition to Mr. Hearst and wished 
him success.

KILLS RIVAL: ENDS LIFE 


CARPENTER MURDERS LANDLA- 
DY’S GUEST IN HER PRESENCE. 


Gideon Carlin Is Slain by John Lun- 


dell, Who Leaves House, Goes to 
Saloon, Drinks Whisky, and Re- 
tarns to Commit Suicide with Same 
Weapon Used in Previogs Crime— 
Trouble Starts Over Request for 
Suu, 


John Lundell, aged 84, a carpenter, shot 
Gideon Carlin, aged 85, through the heart 
last night in the preserce of Miss Annie Hall, 
his landlady, in her flat at 269 Orleans street. 
Afterwards he committed suicide by shooting 
himself in the right temple. The cause is 
said to have been the rivalry of the two men 
for the attentions of Miss Hall. 

Last night, when Lundell returned home at 
10 o’clock, Miss Hall and Carlin were in the 
kitchen, sitting at a table drinking coffee. 
Lundell went direct to his room and closed 
the door. A half hour later he came out of his 
room ahd went to the kitchérand asked Car- 
lin for some snuff, at the same time indicating 
by his manner that Carlin’s presence was 
distasteful to him. 


Two Men Start Argument. 
“You know I don’t use snuff. You heve 
some other motive in coming here,”’ replied 


| Carlim-at the same time getting up from 


the table and moving toward Lundell, who 
was retreating to his room. Miss Hall, fear- 
ing trouble, placed herself between the two 
men and attempted to get Carlin to return 
to the kitchen, but he refused to do so. At 
the door of Lundell’s room Carlin stopped 
as Lundell stood on the ot side with a 
pistol pointing at him, threatening to shoot. 

Mise Hail then extended her arm between 
the two men, saying to Lundell: 

“Put that pistol down, I will not have any 


“shooting in this house.”’ 


As she finished Lundell fired. Miss Hall, 


not knowing Carlin was dead. placed a pillow 


under his head and demanded that Lundell 


‘go for.a doctor.. This:he refused to do. 


- Sees Effect.of Shot; Ends Life. 

A few minutés later he went to the saloon 
of N. Hanson, 239 Orleans etreet, and 're- 
quested Earnest Miller, 100% ‘Locust street, 
to telephone for Dr. John F.’ Lindquist, 312 
Wells street. Lundell then took a drink of 
whisky and went back to the flat. He was 
compelled to step over the dead body of Car- 
lin to enter his room, and realizing that he 
had committed murder he turned the'pistol 
on himself, the bullet entering the right 
temple, killing him instantly. 

Thei bodies of both men were removed to 
Maloney’s undertaking rooms, 269 Orleans 
street. 

The police on investigating were informed 
that Carlin had a wife and family and that 
he Mved in the vicinity of Park avenue and

Mrs. Stein 
secured a divorce from her husband shortly 
after the.alleged kidnaping on the grounds 
of cruelty, She was given the custody of 
the little girl by Judge Mack, but the court 
was unable to get any trace of her. 

“ For over a year now my lttie girl hae 
been away from me,” said Mrs, Stein, “ and 
it. seems that I can stand it no longer if I 
do not hear something from hersoon. I have 
tried to be brave and endure the loneliness 
and heartache of it all, bat I feel that the 
worry over my daughter is becoming too 
great to bear. If I could only see herI should 
be happy again. I am afraid something has 
happened to her. I offer to anyone bringing 
her back to me $1,000 in cash. All I ask is 
that._I be given at the same time some infor- 
mation to clear up the mystery of the case.”

Signs Point to Harriman Victory 
and Advance of Harahan 
to Presidency. 


A special meeting of the board of directors 
of the Illinois Centra] railroad for the pur-

The men 
were clopeted together until a late hour, but 
refused to give out anything concerning the 
conference.

Ann Arbor, Mich., Nov. 8.—[Special.}]— 
John C. Garrels defeated Dan Blake, Vie 
Blake, and B. Biake of Nashville this after- 
noon, 10 te 4, in the annual Michigan-Van- 
Gerbilt game on Ferry field. 

Garrels started the scoring with a goal 
from. placement from the twenty-five yard 
line. hen Dau Blake tied the count with 
a fine field goal from the thirty yard line. 
In the,end, with two minutes left to play and 


| the Commodores gcing from five to ten yards 


in every exchange of punts, the erstwhile as- 
phalt inspector for Detroit got around Van- 
derbilt’s left end on a slow fake kick and, 
under splendidinterference by Workman and 
Curtis, ran sixty-eight yards for the touch- 
down which gave Michigan the victory. 


Struggle a Fierce One. 

The struggle was one of the fiercest ever 
seen on Ferry field, and in it Vanderbilt had 
a good share of advantage. The crack back 
fleld of the Commodores riddled the Michigan 
line In the first half. In the second it out- 
maneuvered Michigan on punts. Findidg 
they could gain on punting, the Commodores 
played the kicking end of the game all 
through the second half. D. Blake punted 
high and far to Bishop. Four or five yellow 
jackets would snag the diminutive half back 
as s00n as he caught the ball on four punts 
out of five, Then Garrels' would return, 
kicking less than Blake, on the average, and 
Costen would signal a far kick. 

The net result usually was a gain of five 
yards for Vanderbilt. Thus Vanderbilt 
gained twenty-one yards on one series of 
exchanges. They kept it up so long, while 
the. line was holding slichigan so well, that 
the Wolverines at length almost despaired 
of winning. Some of the weak hearted root- 
ers were quitting the grand stands when the 
cheering for Garrels’ run brought them back. 

Both elevens developed stonewall defenses 
at critical instances. Once Vanderbilt held 
for three downs on its own goal line, and 
once Michigan did likewise on its seven yard 
line. Four penalties were affixed to Michi- 
gan and two to Vanderbilt. Though the 
‘penalties seldom hurt much, they made the 
officials unpopular with the crowd 


Wolverines Win the Toss. 

Michigan won the toss and chose to kick 
to Vanderbilt at the east goal. There was ab- 
solutely no breese to favor either side. Gar- 
rele kicked to Coston at the twenty yard line 
and downed him right there. D. Blake pierced 
Loel!l for five yards. Craig failed at Ham- 
mond and D. Blake punted to Bishop at the 
twenty yard line. Garrels returned to the 
forty and D. Blake made five through Lcell. 
Then he tried for a place kick and missed by 
ten yards. 

Patrick's knee was hurt again later, and 
Newton took his place at right tackle. Craig 
made four before Workman got him. Manter 
pierced center for four. D. Biake missed 
a close try for placement and Bishop ran 
the oval up to the Michigan twenty yard 
tnark. Garrels punted tothe thirty-five yard 
line.

Argument in Favor of Short Season. 


Opponente of the long season assert it ie 
not necessary to play so many games to meet 
expenses if the interest is concentrated into 
a shorter espace of time, when good baseball 
weather will attract greater crowds. They 
say tne last fortnight of three weeks of a 
championship season are not profitable from 
the owners’ standpoint unlese the pennant 
race happens to be a remarkably close one. 
It would be much more profitable to the own- 
ers and interesting to the public if the sched- 
ules were shortened and a fortnight or a 
month devoted to games between rival clubs 
of different hagues, because the public would 
have hopes of winming such series, instead of 
being compelled to watch a hopeless struggle 
after a pennant is cinched. 

Coming back at this point, the long season 
supporters argue there ig no way to chop off 
the “jest two weeks” of a championship 
season.

Sutton, as the chal- 
lenged party, le vested with the power to de- 
cide the match In any city he selects and 
as he claims Chicago as his home efforts 
are being made by those directly interested 
in the booming of billiards to induce him to 
play here.

Everybcdy knows what thet horse has cone, 
his, place now being among the leading sons 
of George Wilkes. .

Requires Intelligent Handling. 

Of course intelligent handling will minimize 
the fault, but not all horses failjnto the hands 
of intelligent trainers. Nut Boy, king of this 
year’s class trotters, is naturally a wild, 
hawky. horse, and not until he met with 4 
trainer that combined good treatment with 
firmness wae his great speed made available. 
Previous to: that he had been in more than 
one runeway of his own making, but, om the 
other hand, it wae of record that he had been 
driven on the road by a woman. Pinewood, 
a son of Nutwood, that sired Nut Boy, also 
sired the dam of the great young troiter, Alta 
Axworthy. Now, Alta was a filly that re- 
quired a skillful, careful, and\ brave driver 
if ever a horse in the world did. It would, of 
course, have been possible to break her spirit 
by excessive work, but that probably also 
would have .destroyed her courage and 
lessened her speed. Hence, properly trained, 
she would come out for warming up on the 
eve of a race so ful! of life that 1% was not 
safe to drive her the preliminary miles with- 
out w kick strap, and just! before she won a 
futurity et Hartford that put $7,000 to the 
credip of her driver I saw Alta let loose of a 
few drives at the cart to which she was 
hitched, and, but for the restraint of the 
kick strap, she would have made it unpleas- 
ant for the man in the vehicle. She wae a 
Nutwood. in color, and when Thomas bred 
his Sprague mare to Nuvpine, getting the 
am of Alta Axworthy, he knew the family 
and its traits from beginning to end. He 
wanted the gimpiness that generally went 
with the blood, but he controlled {t with skill 
and intelligence in the filly from the Nut- 


pine mare. 
Not Afraid of Even a Bear. 


Taking the other sice of the matter, it Is 
true some stalifons and their get are noted 
for intelligence combined with bravery. The 
eastern horse Bingen is oneof that sort. Him- 
self a horse with plenty of life, he is intelii- 
gent and tractable to a marked degree, and 
it is said that om the road he never has met 
with anything of which he was afraid. Henry 
Titer, who handled Bingen from the time he 
was a 2 year old, fivally marking him tn 
2:06, says the limit was reached one day 
when he was giving. Bingen a jog and on a 
narrow road meta tame bear. Now, the odor 
of a bear will send mosb@iprees into hysterics, 
But Bingen never let on he saw the animal, 
much lees smelic.i him, and a majority of his 
get have the came fearlesencas. It is not un- 
common for a atallion to be brave on the road, 
ini fact, a majority of them are, but with 
mares and geldings it is always a guess what 
they will Goin a pinch, with the odds in favor 
of a dangerous move from mere fear. 


New Breeders’ Association. 


The American Association of Trotting 
Horee Breeders, which was launcheé during 
the Lexington meeting by a few representa- 
tive breeders, will soon be in active operation.

At pres- 
ent. the object and scope of the organization 
ia not clear to a majority of people interested 
in light harness borses. In the way of turf 
government the National and American trot- 
ting, associations cover the field, and the 
American Trotting Register assoclation docs 
the work for which it was organised in a sat- 
isfactory manner. .

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LOS ANGELES FIGHT WRITER IN 

C. E, Van\ Loan Saye -Ring Oficial 
‘Warned Nelson. in Almost Every 
‘Round from the Seventh Until ‘the 
Last, bat That ‘Pdgilist Ignored 
Him and Fought Unfairly Through- 
out—Says “Every One at the Ring- 
side Saw the Foul.’ 


On Oct. 22 the Los.Angeles Examiner con- 
tained a page article concerning the exhibi- 
tion of the Gans-Nelson fight pictures in that 
city. The article is written by C. BE. Van Loan, 
The latter is a comparative stranger to Ref- 
eree George Siler. Mr. Van Loan’e comments 
on the fight, which are reproduced in part be- 
low, are in the same vein as those of every 
critic who actually shw the fight at Gold- 
field. 

While the reckless charges made by Nolan, 
Nelson's manager, against. Referee Siler were 
given little consideration by those who know 
Nolan and Siler, they undoubtedly carried 
weight with some people. . For the benefit of 
these the views of one who saw the memora- 
ble contest, and who states that every other 
one of the 100 newspaper men present agrees 
with him, are appended:

, Cannot Fool Everybody. 


Mr. Van Loan’s comments follow: 


Over one hundred newspaper men witnessed the 
Goldfeld fight. For the most part they were 
trained observers of such events and men who re- 
port fights for a living. It is sible to fool one 
new man—in fact, it is often done. Perhaps 
two might go estray,. but there is little chance to 
pull the wool over the lynx eyes of one hundred 
of the reporting fraternity. 

These men bette it as their unanimous verdict 
that Neilson fought the dirtiest battle ever seen 
in the west. Nelson had fouled times without 
number; his offenses were past counting. 
the sixth round to the end of the fight Siler was 
constantly speaking to him; in the seventh round 
he trted to atiract Nelson's attention by touching 
him on the back with his yet ag oS From the 
seventh round to the end of the fight there was 
hardly a round in which Siler was not forced to 
lay his hands on the Dane. and not once did Nelaon 
pay the siightest Jheed. He never even so much 
as looked at the?referee. He was fighting under 
Nolan's orders. and whenever Siler put his hand 
on Nelson. Nolan arose and yelled: 

“Don’t y any attention to him! You fight the 
way I tell you to!’’ 


Even Nolan Commits Foul. 


Under the revised Queensberry rules Nolamp was 
fouling évery time he offered such advice. It wag 
the cheekiest thing ever teen at a western ring- 
side, and Siler should have protected himself. He 
let Nolan's comments paes entirely unheeded. 

I-am writing of things which I saw and heard. 
‘There is no guesswork or hearsay about the fore- 

\going statements. I saw Nelson hit low five times 
im the last two rounds They were feeble ta but 
the sixth punch must have burt, for Neison whipped 
it In with all his remaining strength. 

Elsewhere on this page I have quoted extracts 
from the statements of five Chicago referees. not 
one of whom saw the Goldfield fight. ‘This in itseif 
ie significant.

Now, there are just three ways to look at the 
above statements. First. the five men may be 
mistaken. Secord. they may be deliberately mis- 
representing the facts to boom the attendance at 
thre exhibitions of the pictures. Third the eastern 
fiirns mey have been ‘‘ doctored ’’ by some inter~ 
ested party. 


Films Easily Docteored. 


The first is the most charitable view of the case 
and if these men are mistaken it is possible to p*ove 
them so, the pictures themselves being the best 
medium. 

Everybody knows Billy Nolan has an object in 
creating a great argurrent over the films and what 
they really show? elseon fought,a wretched fight; 
it was common comment about the ringside that 
afternoon that only the firet ten rounds of the film 
would be worth exhibiting. The rest of the fight 
was a butting match on Nelson's part. There is 
every reason to believe Billy Nolan is the man be- 
hind the false statements given out about the 
moving picturet.

Regard'ng the doctoring of the eastern films. 
such a thing is not amposaibis, F'llms are doctored 
every day. If there fs anything on a film which 
the overator does not wish to-show it is easy enough 
to clip out a few feet and patch the ends together. 
The fakirs who operated here a few. weeks ago 
were thus able to cut out the party who was iniro- 
duved as Kid Herman. 

I have seen the films twice. The second time I 
took notes and compiled a table intended to show 
the various fouls which were committed by Bat- 
iiag, Welsos.

PARIS, Nov. 8.—Wherever workmen begin 

to tear down an old building in a thrifty part 
of Paris the people in that quarter immedi- 
ately jump at the conclusion, which seems 
most natural, that there is going to be a new 
hotel. .So many. hotels have been built in 
Paris during the last few years, and Paris 
has and needs so many hotels, that a dis- 
turbance of any kind in the structural fea- 
tures of any street is thus interpreted by the 
public. 

A man who indulges in the simple reflection 
that Paris already has many hotels is apt 
to think no more are needed, but it at least 
is safe to assert there is room for more. 

Two new hotels are being built In the Ave- 
nue Champs Elysées. One ig to be the Carl- 
ton under the same ownership as the Hotel 
Scribe. The other its Attoria, at the corner 
of the Avenue and Rue de Presbourg, and le 
being constructed by a company which con- 
trols the Hotel Campbell. Work is being ac- 
tively pushed on the new Majestic on an 
admirable site of the former palace of Queen 
Isabella. This is the enterprise of a company 
which owns the Regina. 


Hotel Men Not , Disturbed. 

These additions to hotels of the Etofle 
quarter, already honored by the existence of 
such structures as the Elysée palace and 
Mercedes, threaten to create a certain com- 
petition with respect.to the central section 
of the city. In central Paris also important 
changes are under way. The old Hotel Meu- 
rice has. disappeared and the new Meurice 
is being erected on the same site. This is 
the work-df the Grand Hotel company. Ac- 
cording to report, the Place de la Concorde 
algo will have a hotel, as it is understood a 
company will transform the old Crillon pal- 
ace. Leading hotel proprietors are disposed 
to say, ' Let them all come." 

This year’s hotel business in Paris is the 
biggest oh record, ag confirmed by the pro- 
prietors of the Elysée palace, Athenée, Ritz, 
Grand, Scribe. Continental. Bristol, Chatham, 
Regina, and Mercedes. The hotels in Paris 
are divided into classes with reference to 
the wants and habite of their customers. 
For instance, the commercial traveler con- 
tingent igs to be found in force at the Grand, 
eiso at the Regina, Continental, Chatham, 
and Athenée, while it is confined to a mini- 
mum at the Ritz, Bristol, Elysée palace, and 
Mercedes. 

In the Eitolle section visitors are inclined 
to frequent the Bois de Boulogne by cab or 
automobile, while the Rue de Rivoli and Rue 
Saint Honoré caravanearies shelter hoste 
who are shopping bent or who dearly love 
the Louvre museum. Americans and others 
who are so wealthy nobody knows where 
they got their money will be found at the 
Ritz.

) MEAT FAMINE IN GERMANY 
AIDS WAR AGAINST MINISTRY. 


| Municipal Council of Berlin Takes Hand, 
Adopting Vehement Resolutions— 
Laws Make Food Luxury. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, Nov. 3.—The municipal council 
now has taken the lead in the angry move- 
ment against the government which has 
arisen from the high prices of meat owing to 
restrictions in the importation of foreign 
meats. The council at a meeting today passed 
vehement resolutions demanding that the 
Prussian government heed the voice of the 
people and relieve the meat famine by open- 
ing the frontiers. 

Burgomaster Kirschner declared unless 
remedial legislation promptly was enacted 
the outraged people would rise up in the 
next reichstag elections and crush the greedy 
agrarians and their official supporters. 

Gen. von Podbieiski, Prussian minister of 
commerce, is held to be chiefly responsible 
for the present situation. He is accused of 
barring Russian, Austrian, and Dutch meats 
in the interests of the agrarian party of which 
he is the head, with the result that meat is 
excessively dear. It is entirely beyond the 
means of the poorest. While other commodi- 
ties have risen similarly, it is declared meat 
has entirely disappeared from workmen's 
tables, and is regarded as more or hess of a 
luxury by the middle classes. 

The consumption of horsefiesh is increasing 
enormously, and in remote districts, where 
the pinch is felt worst, dogs and cats are 
eaten.

As indicated by its name, fts 
avowed object i# to wrest from Austria and 
to annex to the kingdom of Italy the Italian 
speaking provinces of Francis Joseph's em- 
pire, Still another apple of discord between 
Austria and Italy te Albania, which stria 
has alwaye regarded as her own particular 
sphere and preserve, but where an active Ital- 
fan propaganda is now in progress, a sister 
organization of the Italia Irredenta having 
been formed in Italy .for the promotion of 
Italian interests and Italian domination in 
Albania. Ttaly, or rather Venice, once held 
every valuable port on the Albanian coast 
and a line of Ttallan princes formerly ruled 
over Albania. It is this rule that Italy is 
determined to restore, in spite of the an- 
nouncement by the Austrian government that 
any attempt by Italy to disturb:the statu 
quo in that portion of Europe will be se- 
sisted by her with armed force. 


Austro-Italian War Certain. 

On both sides of the Austro-Italian frontier 
the conviction is entertained that war is not 
only certain but imminent between the two 
nations. In fact, the London Times pub- 
lished an article the other day which hag 
attracted widespread attention owing to the 
grave warning which it contained to the 
powers that the only comment fn official cir- 
cles at Vienna and Rome just at present was 
that war between Austria and Italy had not 
$et been declared. Under the circumstances 
the alliance between Austria and Italy may 
be considered as even still more defunct 
than the extinct union between Rusela and 
France, and in the new grouping of powers 
which is now taking place Russia will be 
found hand in glove with Germany and 
Austria. while Italy will throw In her for- 
tunes with that other group composed of 
France and Great Britan, and in which tne 
United States is generally understood to be 
comprised.

Eminent Specialist Says Roar of Metrop-

LONDON, Nov. 3.—November, it often has 

been said, is the month of suicides, and cer- 
tainly, as a doctor remarked at an inquest 
only yesterday, the weather has a great effect 
.on people suffering from depression and the 
dreariness of the surroundings is made all 
the worse by the dreariness of those street 
noises which were absent but a.year ago. 

“Only a few years ago,” said an eminent 
mental specialist, ‘“‘We had the incessant 
clatter of hoofs and rumble of wheels. These 
were merry sounds, and one learned to love 
them. ‘The Briton abroad longed to be back 
within earshot of them again, and now the 
ruling sounds are depressing, We have the 
dismal, upward, slurring buzz of the autobus 
as it gathers speed through a mournful series 
of minor tones. We have a similar, but 
smoother, sound from innumerable autemo- 
biles and electric cars. We have the same 
dirge on the tube railways fn an atmosphere 
almost like that of the tomb, and we have the 
same sensation on passenger elevators. The 
horse is superseded, but in the price we are 
paying must be included the present un- 
estimated physical and mental depression 
caused by the conspiracy of mournful 
sounds.” 

But dirty as are the streets and dreary as 
are the sounds one thing everybody Is talk- 
ing about and is thankful for is though there 
may be an occasional slight mist during the 
night-the dreaded “ smog” hasn't yet made 
{ts appearance.

Meets Dramatist’s Family. 

“We apologized for coming fust at the 
dinner hour. Bjirnson then returned to the 
dining room. The door was open and we 
piainly hearé the voices inside. After about 
twenty minutes Bjérngon returnedand asked 
us to be seated, leading the way to the other 
side of the veranda, where an excellent view 
of the farm could be obtained, Here we were 
presemted to Judge Waite of Ciiicago, an old 
friend of the family; R. Heide, the leading 
dentist of Paris, and Mre. Bjornson. Later 
Fru Ibsen, the wife of Ibsen's , Sigurd, 
presented herself. She is an interesting con- 
versationalist and has the poetic name Ber- 
gelot. We heard the music of the American 
cake walk near by and were told that Bjorn- 
son's daughter was playing. 

Bjérnson suggested that we should take a 
bath in the pool where he had bathed for 
many -years, Bjérnson offered to show us 
the way there, but this was objected to by 
his wife and daughters, he not being strong 
and afflicted with bronchitis. But as he in- 
sisted we went with him. On the way we 
engaged in an interesting conversation on 
American literature. I asked Bjérnson what 
American duthors he had enjoyed best, but 


a Mficult to say. Bjérnson asked whet lving 
authors we had. He added that the word 
‘digter’ im American meant only a poet, 


literary work. 

* On the way we met one of the family 
horses, which the poet petted fondly, and the 
animal seemed to greatly appreciate his at- 
tention. We paseed a sawmill, and after 
walking along a narrow path errived at the. 
swimming pool, situated in a beawtiful spot, 
and which Bjéjrnson had taken considerable 
pride in fixing up. The water, however, was 
so cold that we did not dare to take a bath. 


Poet’s Pride in Farming. * 

“On the way back I took Bjirnson’s arm. 
Reaching the house, we urged him to take a 
rest, but he insisted to show us the farm 
from a neighboring hill. He declared that 
farming in Norway was expensive, and toid 
how 30,000 stones had been removed from his 
place. As we walked along we congratulated 
Bjérnson on the splendid crops, but he mod- 
estly declared the sun should receive credit 
for that. Farther on he pointed to flelds 
where there was grain which he had cut with 
his own hande. 

“In all our conversations nothing was said 
about Bjirnson’s literary achievements, but 
he seemed to be proud of his results in farm- 
ing. We passed a second wheat fleld, where 
grain was down, due to a rainstorm, and 
Bjdrnson remarked: 

Tt is difficult to use machinery on much 
of our land. America gives Norway most of 
her machinery, at one-third the price charged 


“This, he claimed, is a great wrong which 
the republican party has fostered with its 
principles of protection and trusts. He also 
declared that America was a great country 
for all things practical, leading the world on 
improved machinery of all inds. The mix- 
ing of the different nation ities seemed to 
have produced great activity along that line 
and a sturdy race. Bjérnson remarked how 
easily American machinery glided over 
American prairies, and related the anecdote 
of the young man who came to Lincoln, tell- 
ing him that they had gone to school to- 
gether, and of the tall trees near the school- 
house.

Through her influence with the queen as 
well as with the king, Consuelo, duchess of 
Mariborough, has more direct power over 
social affairs in England than any woman in 
the empire, and she is an American. 

The other woman who wields a scepter as 
of royalty is the Hon. Mrs. George Keppel. 

So long as Edward VII. lives and reigns 
| go long will these two women help him ad- 
minister, through appointments and honors, 
the affairs of state. 

One could truthfully mention other women 
~—the names of a score come handily to one’s 
pen—but they are not leaders in the petti- 
coated government of the British empire. 
They are assistants—go betweens, perhaps, 
—of those who crave favors through the 
women enthroned in power. 


Country House, Government Seat. 

These two are the leaders of society, and 
particularly that section of society known 
as the smart set, which of late has been 
s0 much abused, and of whose doings so much 
has been “revealed’’ by Father Vaughan 
and other preachers. 

There is intrigue, of course, tn London 
drawing rooms, but the real work is done in 
the privacy of the country house, where the 
hostess invites a score or two of guests for a 
week, a fortnight, or a week end. ft is here 
that king and prince, cabinet minister and 
department chief, general and admiral, and 
all those on the lower rungs of the great lad- 
der of the govertiment are bewitched. 

It is here that great generals are deposed 
from commands or are bothered in adminis- 
tration by bickerings of the war department. 
It is here that admirals are put on half pay 
or shore werk in order to make way in an 
important command for the favorite of the 
drawing room. It is here that scandals are 
hushed up; honors and titles apportioned, 
and all sorts of great financial deals out- 
lined. 

Curzon Driven to Resignation. 

It is imthe count ry houses of England that 
hundreds of society men are pitchforked Into 
lucrative government positions or promoted 
in the services. Nothing ts too small for the 
coterie of leaders; nothing too big for these 
clever brilliant women to attempt. Two 
notable cases, one of each kind, may here 
be mentioned. 

The most important event decided in a 
country house intrigue was the deposal of 
Lord Curzon of Kedleston from the vite- 
royalty of India. He was driven to resigna- 
tion. Jealousy of his beautiful American 
wife swung the balance against him, al- 
though it was recognized that he was India's 
best viceroy. 

Perhaps the most flagrant cases of pitch- 
forking by the women ryfers was the minor 
case of the eon of Field Marsha! Sir Evelyn 
Woecd. He was a captain tn an insignificant 
regiment and had not especially distinguished 
himeclf outside of drawing rooms, although 
he saw eérvice on the staff during the Boer 
war. One day he was made major of the 
Terth Hussars. 

This, the crack hussar regiment of the 
British army, almost mutinied to a man over 
thé appointment. Maj. Wood was lifted over 
the heads of many captains. Relate this 
to the ordinary person who knows of the 
rules and regulations of the army and he 
will tell you such a thing cannot be done. 
Yet it was done and has not been undone. 

The country house season is on now—roy- 
alty, cabinet ministers, generals. admirals, 
and others are being entertained—this week 
at this house, next week at that. 

And a host of devouring office or honor 
seekers are watching the game.

His method of 
discovering the proper victims for the pub- 
lic abattoir is this: “ Every citizen ought 
every few years to be-brought before a 
public board and asked if he cou!d justify 
his existence. If he could not make it 
clear that he did as.much for the commnu- 
nity as the community did for him he 
ought to be sent to the lethal chamber.” 

Tested by this criterion of personal use- 
fulness Mr. Bernard Shaw, of course, 
would be obliged to go to the “lethal 
chamber” promptly and offer himself up 
without complaint or comment as a con- 
spicuous illustration of his own convic- 
tions with reference to the sixth com- 
mandment, for even with all bis gall and 
audacity he could hardly offer as a plea 
for further existence that he has done 
anything for the community. 

Grumbling at the existing order of 
things has become chronic with Mr. Shaw. 
He is the most persistent and pessimistic 
of grumblers. Nothing that .is is right 
with him. Everything, indeed, is so 
wrong that he longs to issue ten new 
comman@ments and compel every one to 
obey them and kill those who do not. 
His constant complaint is that he cannot 
live his own way because the rest of the 
world will not do so. He has tried to 
make a cult but has failed, for no one 
ean tell what new doctrine he will ad- 
vance day by day. There is no adhesive-

UNNECESSARY CITY NOISES, 

That a large city is “ not a suitable place 
for the invalid or nervous to live in” is the 
opinion expressed by Dr. 
New York board of health. This frank 
confession is supplemented by a definition 
of the powers of the health and police de- 
partments in the matter of suppressing 
noises. The doctor points out that the 
quiet and repose of the country cannot be 
expected in a metropolis, and that the or 
dinary noises of traffic and commerce are 
unavoidable and not subject te interference

When, as is often 
the case, the foundations of adjoining 
buildings are affected, it is important that 
work should be pushed without delay. On 
the other hand, night work of a noisy or 
disturbing nature is not to be permitted 
merely because a contractor has agreed to 
finish -a building in less time than neces-

bors are affected without sufficient cause. 

Apart from the complaints about build- 
ing operations, the protests.

THE MODERN BALLOT. 

The printing firm which has the contract 
for furnishing the 3,000,000 ballots for use 
in New York City hext Tuesday is report- 
ed to be disturbed by the possibility that it 
may not be able to deliver the goods in 
season. Owing to legal questions relating 
to one set of nominations there was delay 
pending the decision of the court. Then 
there was a complication ca by the 
fact that the old congressional districts cut 
into the new legislative districts irregular- 
ly. When this reason for delay was safely 
out of the way there were some names 
found lacking and the printing had to wait 
until] that was rectified. It is now believed 
that the ballots will be ready for Tuesday 
morning if all concerned work night and 
day until that time. 

The New York authorities had thought 
of using the voting machines, but had to 
give up the notion because of the difficulty 
of getting the forty or more names of. can- 
didates for the Supreme court properly ad- 
justed for voting. The two ‘illustrations 
from New York show that there are some 
objections to the newer machinery of elec- 
tion just as there were to the old. The 
voting machine haa its limitations, notably 
when there are many candidates, and the 
preparation of the monster ballots often 
used in a city election is attended with 
special difficulties. There was a thought 
that the centralization of responsibility for 
the ballots might effect much saving of 
energy and might better safeguard the 
elections. But the excitement which would 
exist im case of a failure to have ballots 
ready when the time for opening the polls 
came can easily be imagined. 

The so-called Australian system has its 
marked advantages, and it is entirely un- 
likely that public opinion would tolerate a 
return to the old plan. But the difficulties 
which were minimized when there was a 
straight fight between two parfties, prac- 
tically every one voting as a republican or 
a democrat, are magnified when a third 
party, or a fourth, or a fifth presents a 
ticket, and are made much more compli- 
cated when there are independent candi- 
dates for some particular office who do not 
recognize any party connection. To get all 
the names correctly and in the right place 
is by no means simple, and it is apparent 
at a glance that the labor of distribution of 
the ballots properly to the various voting 
precincts must be a tremendous task. 

The initial thought of the ballot, that 
the voter should be given the names of all 
candidates and be allowed tou make his own 
selections in the undisturbed yuiet of a pri- 
vate booth, fails of realization when selec- 
tion is to be made from more than 350 
names. It is little wonder that newspa- 
pers, leagues of one sort and another, pri- 
vate elections, persona! lettcrs, and count- 
less other methods of influence have to be 
resorted to to assist the uncertain and be- 
wildered voter in his task of doing his duty 
as a citizen. The free participation of the 
elector in the decision of political problems 
has long been urged. But the intelligent 
accomplishment of the thing is by no 
means easy with the modern ballot. 


A UNION OF CHURCHES. 

A.movement for the union of three west 
side churches of one denomination of Prot- 
estant Christians is attracting mitch at- 
tention. For the conditions out of which 
the plan has developed exist elsewhere in 
Chicago and in other denominations. The 
dominating spirit seems to be the pastor of 
one of the oldest organizations in the city, 
a church with a great lristcry. The situa- 
tion in which this religious worker finds 
himself is this: 

Out of a nominal membership of 1,600 
only 900 are in any way identified with the 
activities of the institution. Many live in 
other places while retaining membership 
here. Many others never take any interest 
in anything. Of those properly counted as 
“ active members ” 75 per cent live west of 
Ashland boulevard. It is the ever present 
problem of the “city church.” Upon the 
territory once residential in character busi- 
ness has encroached until old homes have 
been abandoned, and dives flourish where 
respectable men and women used to live. 
During the last twelve years the attend- 
ance upon the public schools of the vicinity 
is said to have been reduced by one-half. 

Transportation facilities are such that 
distance in a city is no serinus objection so 
far as the location of a meeting house is 
concerned. But when there are eighty-five 
saloons within a radius of two blocks, 
many of them connected with ditreputable 
resorts, and it is unpleasant for women to 
reach the place of worship by day and im- 
possible at night, unless they are attended 
by escorts, it is apparent that other ele- 
ments enter the situation beside residence 
of parishioners. . 

It seems likely that one vigorous organ- 
ization of active workers would accomplish 
far more good than can be hoped for with 
three half hearted and scattered flocks, 
each struggling against dificult conditions. 
The union would make possible effective 
mission work among the newer residents 
of the regions concerned, would lead to a 
readjustment of financial arrangements 
probably more satisfactory from the point 
of actual aceomplishments, and would not 
necessarily involve a retreat of the forces 
of good from the strunghold of evil.

IS THE HORSE SHOW PASSING? NO. 

Chicago, Nov. 2.—{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—In this morning’s issue of Tue TRIBUNE 
appeared an editorial under the caption, 
“ Decline .of the Horse Show,” in which the 
writer gives as his principal reasons, first, 
the automobile, and second, too much pro- 
fessionalism. 

I think most people will agree to both rea- 
sons, and [ would add a third, monotony of 
exhibits. But the managers of the horse 
show evidently anticipated the latter objec- 
tion this year, for they have introduced more 
amateur classes, with the result that there 
have been more new horses and more riders 
and drivers who never appeared in the show 
ring before than have been seen in the past. 

While the craze for automobiles may be 
said to be in full blast, it has not yet equaled 
the craze for bicycles when a few years 
ago 300,000 were ridden in Chicago at one 
time, and it was the universal opinion that 
they had “come to stay.” They are used 
now for utility. 

The writer of the editorial states that 
the horse is no longer fashionable and is 
relegated to utility. I believe the reverse 
is true, and it may be proved by the fact 
that there has not been such a demand for 
saddle and driving horses, particularly the 
former, in thirty years as there is at present, 
and higher prices are pald than ever before. 
It is the automobile that is the useful rather 
than the ornamental figure. It is the thing 
for long journeys, in city or country, but 
when it comes to grace, beauty, and style, 
it compares with a horse in attraction for 
@ sportsman about as a steamboat with a 
sailing yacht, a working suit with a dress 
suit, or a truck garden with a flower gar- 
den. 

It was predicted that the wheel would 
take the place of the horse. It did not. It 
is predicted that the automobile will take 
the place of the horse. It will not. Wheels 
and autos may come and go but the horse 
will go on forever. 

Some of the officers of the horse show have 
marked the defects and are even now con- 
sidering suggestions to revive the interest. 
In doing this it is thought by some that while 
the professional and  semi-professional 
classes should not be slighted, more amateur 
exhibitions should. be encouraged, classes 
where the owner, or at least some member 
of his family should ride and drive. This 
would bring the exhibitor and all his friends 
A number of entries 
of thie class may be observed in the present 
exposition. There is nothing which inter- 
ests &€ man so much as getting into the game 
himself. There are as good riders and driv- 
ers among the amateurs as in the protfes- 
sional class, if not better. If they were 
brought out I imagine the interest would 
be greatly increased, 

Again, in the matter of judging horses, I 
eam inclined to think there should be no hard 
and fast rules governing decisions.

Nieswiez, the great t ancestral chateau, or 
palace, of the chief of the princely and ducal 
house of Radziwill, in the province of Minsk, 
tn Rusedan Poland, has fust been entirely de- 
stroyed by fire, and the priceless treasures 
with which it was stocked from cellar to 


| garret have been pillaged by the incendiaries, 


consisting of insurgent peasantry led by an- 
archists. The Radziwilis are frequent vis- 
ftors to America. Prince Albert, indeed, was 
married in New York by the late Archbishop 
Corrigan to Miss Prudentia Milmo, sister of 
Mre. Eugene Kelly of New York. 

Nothing is said as to the fate of the occu- 
pants of the palace, so it may be assumed that 
they have escaped with their lives. Prince 
George, the owner of the castle and fifteenth 
duke of Nieswies, ast well as the chief of the 
entire Radziwill family, has for a number of 
years past been mentally afflicted and under 
restraint. He is now a Russian subject, but 
was formerly, like his father, a Prussian 
citizen. His change of nationality followed 
the action of the present emperor in depriving 
him of his commission in the First regiment 
of guards and in removing him from the 
army on account of his insane extravagance 
and his refusal! to listen to the remonetrances 
of either William himself or of his own 
father, the late Prince Anthony Radajwill. 
Having thus incurred the imperial disgrace, 
and being, moreover, estranged from his 
parents, George Radgiwill found it preferable 
to leave Germany and to take up his resi- 
dencé on the afftcestral estates of the family 
in Russia. Subsequently. the kaiser wae ied 
by his friendship for ol Prince Anthony to 
restore George to the army, with the rank of 
a retired officer, and it was not long after 
this thet the young fellow became afflicted 
with insanity of a homicidal character, and 
after several extraordinary shooting affrays 
he was placed under restraint, which has 
continued to this time. His wife was a fa- 
mous beauty In her day, being a Countess 
Marie Branicka, who, in spite of her Polish 
name, had been brought up entirely at Paris 
and possessed all the elegance, wit, and ohic 
of the typical Parisienne. She, too, was ex~ 
tremely extravagant, and her losses at cards 
and on the turf at Berlin were almoet as 
large as those of her husband, so that she 
shared the tmperial displeasure which he had 
incurred and is virtually an extle.

peror Charles V. One of the queens of Po- 
land was a Radziwill, and there have been 
mumerous matrimonial alliances between 
the houses of Radziwill and of Hohenzollern, 
Prince John Radziwill having married the 
Princess Elizabeth of Hohenzollern, daugh- 
ter of the elector of Brandenburg, in 1613; 
Prince Louis of Hohenzollern, son of Elector 
Frederick William of Brandenburg, having 
wedded Charlotte Radziwill ‘in 1681; while 
in 1796 Prince Anthony Radziwill married 
Princess Frederica of Prussia, daughter of 
Frederick the Great's younger brother, 
Prince August of Prussia. 

It was a daughter of this union—namely: 
Elise Radaziwitli—who was the heroine of the 
one romance in the life of old Emperor Wil- 
iam. The latter fell passionately in love 
with Princess Elise, and would have mar- 
ried her had it not been for dynastic oppo- 
sition. It was not his father, King Fred- 
erick William III., who stood in the 
way. On the contrary, he favored the 
match. But, owing to the proximity of hie 
son William to the throne and the prob- 
ability of his succession to the crown he 
felt that he had no right to decide himself 
whether or not to permit the union of Will- 
iam with the princess of a nonreigning 
house. Accordingly, he summoned the coun- 
cil known as the “ Kronrath,” which only 
assembles on rare and momentous occa- 
sions, and which is composed of the adult 
princes of the blood and of the great dig- 
nitaries of the land. The kronrath decided 
that the marriage between the then Prince 
wilifam of Prussia with Princess Elise of 
Radziwill could not take place without af- 
fecting the safety and the prestige of the 
Hohenzoliern dynasty and giving rise to all 
sorts of questions in after times concern- 
ing legitimacy of descent. It was in defer- 
ence to this verdict of the council that King

Thomas, “ the Israelite philosopher,” author of the pseudo Thomas 
which is said to date from the second century, appears to have been a 
Jewish convert. A curious feature in these writings is the scarcity of 
anything actually original. The most original story to be found in 
them is that of how when the boys of Nazareth made clay sparrows; 
little Jesus clapped his hands and caused his sparrows to fly away. 
This pretty legend penetrated into the folklore even of remote Iceland. 


The little child of Isaiah’s prophecy was the cause of troops of 
wild beasts being convoked to attend the infant Christ. Lions acted as 
guides for the flight into Egypt, and it is mentioned that not only did 
they respect the holy family, but also the asses and oxen which car- 
ried their baggage. Besides, the lions, leopards, ar other creatures 
“ wagged their tails with great reverence,” although all these animals 
are of the cat species in which wagging the tail signifies the reverse of 
content. 

This is the subject of an old English baHad. First to come was the 
“lovely lion,” king of all wild beasts. Sad rhymes they are, nor, ‘t 
is said, is the sense much better. Yet hundreds of years ago in Eng- 
lish villages, where perhaps only one man knew how to read, this dox- 
gerel served the end of the highest poetry; it transported the mind into 
an ideal region; it threw into the English landscape deserts, lions, a 
heavenly child; it stirred the heart with the romance of the unknown;

It is the duty of the press, the real educator of the people, to 
show them how they may keep from that bondage, and also to point 
out the way to the municipalities that these may encourage their citi- 
zens to build better.

No legislation aimed 
for the prevention of contagion is held too grinding and unendurable. 
No disease that can affect the public welfare is more contagious than 
a conflagration, and yet comparatively little effort is made by the 
public to deal with it preventively. 

“ Millions are spent yearly in handling fires, but only hundreds 
are expended in steps to prevent their outbreak. 

“Tt is the community at large that is the culprit, since it ‘suffers’ 
fires to take place when it has the power to prevent them, It annual

Oats Pit Is Crowded. 

Within a few minutes after the opening bell 
the oats pit was crowded, many of the traders 
being prominent among the operators in the 
wheat pit. It wes apparent that the long 
drawn out dullness tin wheat had served as 
a dampening influence in oats, which, as 
developments proved, could not continue 
under the drenching proceas shown elge- 
where. Despite the heaviness born, of dull- 
ness in the more important markets, oats 
have ruled relatively the strongest grain 
for a long time ~~ 

News features were distinctly favorable to 
an advance. Aside from the continued light 


‘offerings from the farms, the weekly sta- 


tistical showing here was a big argument 
for the market optimists. The arrivals for 
the period. were 2,180,000 bu, only 42,000 bu 
in excess of the shipments, which admittedly 
have béen held down by the uneatisfactory 
railway service. ‘‘ Considering the arrivals 
and the shipments,’ said a trader, * one 
does not have to go out of his way to #6 
that accumulating stocks are out of the 
question. With such figures, where is Chi- 
cago itself going to get its oats without of- 
fering better than the eastern and southern 


folks? *’ 
Big Shorts Do Little. 


Buying of the grain was quite general, 
shippers, receiving concerns, and speculators 
being among the big crowd in the pit. The 
larger cash houses’ buying stirred scattered 
small] shorts to covering, but the bulges 
found realizing sufficient in volume fo clip 
off some of the advance scored.

Firmness in Wheat Mart. 


Firmness characterized the trade in the 
wheat market, although fluctuations were 
within a narrow range and full advances 
were not maintained to the finish. The last 
bell showed unchanged for December at 
74hc, keac@c higher for May at T7@79%c, and 
ec higher for July at 7T%c. Liverpool, clos- 
ing unchanged, fafied to follow the decline 
here the day before, andes this, with the 
strength in oats, lent to the early firm tone. 
Numerous traders who sold the day before 
were among buyers, although the demand 
was not large and urgent. On the other 
hand, several recent: buyers took profite on 
the bulges, thus checking the upturn. 

Broomhal!l estimated last week’s world’s 
shipments of wheat at 11,200,000. bu, com- 
pared to actual exporis of 14,144,000 bu the 
corresponding period laet year. The Eng- 
lish expert also estimated the world’s re- 
quirements of the cereal at 45,000,000 bu, 
of which America would be called upon to 
provide 180,000,000 bu. The receipts of 
wheat at Duluth and Minneapolis were 468 
cars, against 623 cars the eimilar day in 
1905. The week's arrivals northwest were 
8,480 cars, or 1,217 cars less than .those of 
a year ago. Again the primary receipts fell 
under those of last year. aggregating 921,000 
bu, compared to 1,106,000 bu. 


Cash Premiums Maintained. 

New York reported a better foreign demand 
for Manitoba, and Duluth in considerable 
shipping to outside domestic points. The 
day’s export clearances, wheat and flour, 
were 296,000 bu, and local receipts of the 
grain—46 cars—slightly exceeded the esti- 
mate. P fums for the cash article in the 
northw again were maintained. 


Corn Devoid of Feature. 

Corn ruled dull anfi without notable feature. 
Fluctuations again were within narrow 
bounds. The firmness in oats served as a 
tonic to futures, although new corn at the 
sample tables were 4%@Ic lower, chiefly on 
the expectation of a more liberal movement 
from the farms. Old cash corn was about 
steady to %clower. The primary receipts for 
the week were under those of & year ago, 
but the local arrtvals—1,257,000 bu—exceeded 
the shipments by 117,000 bu. The day’s local 
receipts were 216 cars, of which % graded 
contract, against 269 cars estimated. Clear- 
anees were 155.000 bu. There were disap- 
pointing husky returns from Missouri, with 
farmers there less disposed to sell at prevail- 
ing prices. Closing pit prices were wun- 
changed to 1-16c higher. 


Week’s Hog Estimate Large. 


The business in hog products was only 
moderately active at its best. Theestimated 
arrivals of hogs here this week—145 000— 
were influence enough to create a selling 
movement early, the result being an easier 
tone. The upturn in grains checked the 
pressure, but the display of strength was 
not. important or lasting. The last bell. 
which closed a quiet session, registered un- 
changed for January pork, unchanged to Se 
off for lard, and unchanged to 2tc lower 
for ribs.

Estimated receipts for tomorrow are: 
Wheat, 47 cars; corn, 241 cars; oate, 224 cars; 
rye, 2 cars: barley, 48 cars; hogs, 85,000 head 
and 145,000 for the week. 

Broomhall estimated the world’s shipments 
for tomorrow at 11,200,000 bu wheat, of which 
quantity Europe will take about 10,400,000 
bu. The actual shipments last week were 
12,528,000 bu, and those of'a year ago 14,- 
144,000 bu. Arrivals of breadstuffs in the 
united kingdom d@uring the last week will 
aggregate about 2,400,000 bu. There wWill 
be a moderate increase im the quantity of 
breadstuffs on passage. The world’s require- 
ments of wheat forsimporting countries for 
the season will aggregate 545,600,000 bu, of 
which 180,000,000 bu will be needed from the 
United States. 

Charters were made for 100,000 bu wheat 
and 200,000 bu corn to Buffalo at 2c and 
1%c, respectively. 

Australian wheat shipments last week were 
360,000 bu, against 16,000 bu a year.ago. In- 
dian exports were 328,000 bu against 496,000 
bu. Broomhall said that Indian wheat ship- 
ments for this week are forecasted at 808- 
000 bu, all to the united kingdom. 

Closing prices for wheat in foreign mar- 
kets were: Livenpool unchanged; Antwerp, | 
Sc higher; Paris, no comparison; Berlin, 4c 
lower; Budepest, %c up. There was a pri- 
vate cable to the effect that Antwerp closed 
1@1\%c higher, but the board’s cable was 
given more credence. 

Ottawa, Ont., advices said that from in- 
quiries made by the department of the in- 
terior and from thrashing returns the wheat 
crop of the prairie provinces for this year 
is estimated at 90,824,141 bu, against 84,175,- 
220 bu last year, divided as follows: Mani- 
toba, 58,689,203 bu; Saskatchewan, 29,296,278 
bu: Alberta, 2,838,660 bu. These figures dif- 
fer from the estimate made by Dr. Saunders, 
the director of the. experiment station, who, 
thinks the yield. will not exceed 80,000,000 
bu. Parmelee, deputy minister of trade and 
commerce, estimates the yield at between 
82,000,000 and 85,000,000 bu. 

‘The situation in wheat warrants a good 
advance, and the longer it is delayed the bet- 
ter it will be finally,” said J. H. Ware. * The 
corn situation also is decidedly bullish.” 

Comstock, Brosseau, Kidston, and commis- 
sion houses led In the buying of wheat, with 
Barrett heading the selling. There was con- 
siderable scattered liquidation by longs and 
selling against big lines of weekly ups. The 
corn trade was scattered, with cash houses 
on the selling side. The oats buying was 
general, with ENmore, Lamson, Canby, A. S. 
White, and Marfield leading. Lindman was 
a fair early seller. English houses sold pro- 
visions. Buying was by shorts and commis- 
gion houses. 

There will be no session of the board of 
trade Tuesday, election day. 

‘We have contended ever since this wheat 
erop has been raised that this country would 
have a barge exportable surplus and that 
large exports do not mean high prices,”’ said 
J. H. Wrenn & Co. “ We believe that this 
is confirmed in the above comparison. The 
European situation to us looks weak. In 
spite of the fact that Russia was not to be 
an active competitor, that country has been 
shipping for the last two months at the rate 
of over 150,000,000 but’ for the crop year. 
Australia and India continue to ship lbéral- 
ly.. The Argentine erop advices are as usual 
conflicting at this season. The outcome of 
that crop in our opinion will be of the most 
vital importance on wheat yalues the world 
over. We cannot see where the wheat situa- 
tion hae changed one iota in the last four 
months.”

Qn Dec. 9 there was another deficit, being 
$1,246,500, and call rates ran up to 27 per 
cent. In the week ended Dec. 16 the high 
rate was 15 and the average 8 The deficit 
lasted but one week. However, in the week 
ended Dec. 23, call ratee were as high as 
16 per cent and an average at 8. In the last 
‘week in December the rate touched 125 per 
cent and the average was 40. 

Fer the greater part of the month of De- 
cember the stock market was almost buoy- 
ant. Aside from money, the pal dis- 
turbing influences were the Russian situa- 
tien and the large vote for Hearst for mayor 
of New York.

Mark Fiske, an Englishman, argues that ghosts 
once were men and women.

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HE éatate girl of Japan, so far as I am 
aware, has no equivalent anywhere in 
the . world. She is a social factor, con- 
stantly in evidence throughout the cities 
ant ba mikado’s empire, and her exact 
8 always is mystifying to the tour- 
san see meets her for the first time. 
From early childhood the Japanese 
are passionately fond of games, amusements, and en- 
tertainments of all kinds. The little brown skinned, 
slant eyed children of Tokio play all the games. which » 
their occidental cousins know and a hundred others 
which are totally unknown on this side of the Pacific. 
The adult Japanese turns for amusement to the theat 
and the teahouse, and, as the theater is patronized only 
by the lower classes, the teahouse is the most impor- 
tant amusement institution of Japan. And the geisha 
is the presiding genius, the soul of the teahouse. 
The Japanese never entertain at home. All social 
functions, except those mes an official character in court 
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circles, are held in the private rooms of teahouses, 
which are engaged long in advance of the event. For 
instance, if you accept an invitation to dine at a 
certain hour on a certain date a finrikisha will be 
sent for you and you. will be escorted to the place 
of meeting, where your host and hostess will be found 
awaiting you. Geishas always are present, and in- 
variably they are the principal feature of the enter- 
tainment. 

What the geisha girl does depends entirely upon 
what you want her to do. Her sole aim is to please. 
She is young, graceful, pretty—according to the ori- 
ental standards of beauty—charmingly gowned, and 
clever. She must possess all of these points of at- 
tractiveness in order to command popularity, without 
which success for her is impossible. She begins her 
geisha training early—usually at 10 or 12 years of 
age—by attending one of the numerous special schools, 
where she is taught to sing, to dance, to pose, to 
recite poetry, to tell stories, and to play on the sem- 
isen, the biwa, and the koto, native instruments cor- 
responding to the bafijo, the guitar, and the harp. 
This course of training occupies from two to three 
years, depending upon the natural aptitude of the 
pupil, and then she is ready for. professional life. 
She lives at home and appears in public only when 
she is summoned to take part in the festivities at 
one of the numerous. teahouses in the vicinity. 

She is paid for her services by the hour, ranging 
from 20 cents to $20, according to her popularity. If 
she is frequently in demand her schedule of prices 
is revised at once, and sometimes the advance is start- 
lingly rapid. A geisha who receives 30 cents an hour 
now may command ten times as much next year. In 
addition to this hourly rate the patron who summons 
her must pay her ’rikisha fare and for her meal at 
the same rate as any other guest. Also he is ex- 
pected to give her a bonus, a gift of money. If the 
amount is not satisfactory no protest is made, but 
the next time she is summoned by that particular 
patron she probably will plead a previous engage~- 
ment. Upon this bonus she depends mainly for reve- 
nue. Gilded youths vie with each other for the favors 
of popular geishas by lavishing large sums and costly 
presents upon their favorites, and as a result the 
average geisha’s costume is expensive, many of them 
costing as much as Parisian gowns.

‘The necittie, it appears, was a common red, “four- 
in-hend’,” perchased at a * store on High 
street during the middle of the summer. The tie was 
red, merked across and relieved with black, and cost 
75 eents retail at the store. 

There was nothing, so far as could be observed, 
peculiar about the tie—except that its color was red. 
But what happened to it was sufficient. 

Inside of the tie is the little stamped silk ribben 
bearing the name of the firm—Feibel Brothers—from 
which the tie was purchased origizally Tie firm 
itself ‘thas figured prominently in the mystery, beeause 
on three separate occasions the tie hes found its way 
baek there.

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FTER several years of partial 
eclipse, the chrysanthemum, the 
“ queen of autumn,” once the un- 
questioned favorite among the 
flowers that society buyw in the 
fall season, has come again to Its 
own. 

At the Chicago flower show, which opens 

Yon Tuesday in the Coliseum, the huge mop- 
like blossoms that first became famous in 
Japan will: occupy the center of the stage. 
Roses, carnations, gardenias, and orchids 
have had their day. Once again the chrys- 
anthemum is enthroned. 

The Chicago flower show hae come to be 
the premier event for flower growers of 
America. The success of the exhibition of 
last year, which was viewed by 35,000 per- 
sons, set a new record. 

The nation suddenly awakened to the fact 
that not Boston, with ite Horticultural Hall 
and monthly exhibitions; nor New York, with 
its American institute, wHich hitherto had 
been known as the flower center of the coun-. 
try, but Chicago was the real home of flower 
culture and of the lover of flowers. Une of 
theefirst results was the tranefer ofi the na- 
tional exhibition of the Chrysanthemum 8o- 
ciety of America from Boston: to Chicagy. 

Thia has been made particularly fortunate 


by the return of the chrysanthemum to popular favor. 
The National society’s exhibitions always are attended 
by the foremost growers of chrysanthemums in the 
world, even England and Australia sending entries. 


In consequence Chicago this year may feast its 
eyes on an array of chrysanthemums seldom equaled, 
and the return of the “queen of autumn” to regal 
honors will be attended with homage which no one 
that sees the show will render unwillingly. 

New varieties are the first things for which the 
‘chrysanthemum lover looks at an exhibition, and this 
year there are dozens of them, Luther Burbank has 
many followers among the commercial florists; efforts 
to improve existing varieties are going 6n constantly. 
Thousands of “seedlings” grown from seed produced 
by hybridization are carefully tested annually— 
roses, carnations,‘ and chrysanthemums being the 
favorite subjects of experiment. 

If a fiOower is on the High wave of popularity, 
every “seedling” that shows promise is seized on by 
its producer, aftd exhibited in all:the shows he can 
afford to attend. Two years ago there were dozens 
of new carnations; last year there were new roses

government, There are three kinds of gov- 
ernment money, however. Gold certi tes, 
representing gold metal stored in the vaulis 
of the United States; silver certificates, rep- 
resenting silver metal in the vaults of the 
United States, and treasury notes, which are 
the old greenbacks of the civil war period. 

Private banks, savings banks, and trust 
companies are operated under charters given 
to them by the states, and are résponsible 
alone to the states. The government ip 
Washington only controls the national banks. 
Whenever the word “national” appears in 
the name of a bank that bank is licensed by 
the United States, ie subject to the laws of 
the United States, and is open to the supervi- 
sion of the officers of the United States. 

At least five reputable men must apply to 
the controller of the currency for the right 
to establieh a bank, to sell stock, to choose

Government Is 

The money which a national bank issues 
ip Manufactured in Washington, at the bu- 
reau of engraving and printing, and shipped 
to tte bank for which it is intended. Mach 
benk note is signed by the president and 
cashier, after which it may be put in cirev-. 
lation as the lawful money of the nation, 
Behind the money are the bonds of the 
government. For instance: if ‘the cireu- 
lation of a bank is to be $100,000, the bank 
must go into market and buy United States 
bonds to that amount. The bonds are de 
posited in the riatfonal treasury and cannot 
be withdrawn so long as the bank continues 
its money im circulation. The currency, 
therefore, of a national bank is as safe 
as buman wisdom can make it. A bank 
of that kind-mey be stolen bodily and carried 
away, Safes, building, and officers, but its 
own money, out among the people, iv as 
sound as the government itself, 

National banks may pay interest on sav- 
ings deposits, but they rarely do so. They 
are, in fact, the commercial banks of the 
countvy, doing business with manufacturers, 
merchants, and others who are active de- 
positors and borrowers, who take $10,000 
to the bank one day and check out $9,000 
the next day.

Loans by Evasion of Law. 

They can loan on ¢ollateral security, which 
means bonds and shares of stock, and on 
commercial paper, or, more. accurately 
speaking, On promissory notes, which are 
signed by the borrowers and also by indors- 
ers, if the banks demand additional names 
in the way of security. 

loans may not be made on real estate— 
houses, lots, buildings, farms, etc,, but the 
restriction is frequently evaded. Under the 
law ea national benk may take real estate 
security for "8 debt previously contracted.”’ 
Thus a man desires to erect.a factory. He 
borrows money on his note to pay for the 
building. That is “a debt contracted.”

They said that Standard Oil was to be dupli- 
éated in red metal, and all that sort of thing. 
Owners of railroads and factories, they were 
no cheap prophets. The young banker tele- 
graphed an order to a broker in New York. 
Just at that time §2,700 of money due to him 
wae gent weet from that city by mail. Amal- 
gamated went down e few points; The bro- 
ker called. for his margin. The banker, his 
money in a letter coming to bim as: fast as 
steam could carry it, took $2,700 of the bank's 
funds, which would be replaced, he thought, 
within forty-eight hours.

He had 
loaned himself, under these conditions, some- 
thing like $125,000. There were directors in 
the bank, of course. The man came storming 
to Washington after his receipt of my letter. 
“That money,” he said, “ couldn't be safer. 
Why, my dear sir, it’s in cotton, and the cot- 
ton is right across the street in a4 warehouse, 
where I can see it every hour of theday. Be- 
sides, it is .insured. Government - bonds 
‘couldn't possibly be better.” Nevertheless, 
he went home.and fixed matters, His bank 
Was sound and really not threatened, but it 
was not doing business inside the law and his

Again, he may be the president with facto- 
ries or real estate on his mind and hands.

No matter what he is, whether he hag 
visions in dreams or revelations by word of 
mouth, he would be alenost harmiess if his 
directors checked him up in person and put 
truth and vigt On, his tracks. And the 
Supreme court of the United States makes 
the directors of al banke respondible for the 
acts of their officers.

“y HAVE worked as @ mechanie in England, 
where | learned my and since I. 
became @ skilled workman I have been 
employed in a large American shopin the. 
same line. The methods totally are dif- 

ferent in the two countries, and the American: 

system seems to me to be far superior. 

When I began my shop work in one of the 
large British plants I paid a premium of $500 
for the privilege of learning the trade, These 
premiums in England vary from $260 to 
$1,500, depending upon the character and 
reputation of the firm. I had taken an en- 
gineérifig course in an English college, and, 
according te the American standard, should 
have been able tO earn something worth 
while in the way of salary from the start, 
instead of being compelled to pay for my 
shop experience. 

On starting to work in the English shop 
I was waited upon by a deputation of two 
workmen and told that I should be expected 
to pay “ my footing,” which meant that I 
must stand treat to a cigar or a drink for 
every map in the establishment. I refused, 
but was subject to so much annoyance and 
petty persecution that after a week I, was 
giad to pay up and beg for mercy. "

Mechanic Apprentice Paid $1 a Weel 

For-pay I received the prineely sum of $1 
a week Guring the first year, increasing at 
the rate of 25 cents a week each year, 0 
that at the end of my apprenticeship, in the 
fourth year, I drew $1.76 a week, Saturday 
afterhoon™”and all holidays being deducted 
from my Wages. Holidays are more pumer- 
ous In England than-America, and Saturday 
afternoons are iost all through the year. 

The works were In operation fifty-four 
hours a week. Starting at 6 o'clock in the 
morning. we were busy until half past &, 
when we had half an hour for breakfast, 
At 1 o'clock there was an intermission of an 
hour for luneh, end the regular day's work 
ended at 5. 

The foreman of. the shop usually made his 
appearance after breakfast, and as no check 
was kept upon the men’s work or time before 
he came, the hours before breakfast were 
spent usually by the employés in discussing 
the latest racing, betting, and general sport- 
ing news. It is worth mentioning that 
English workman is a great sport. Some 
the men lose ali their wages by betting, and 
many. of them place bets every day. Book- 
makers are waiting outside at the gates for 
them when they leave the works, and not

On account of lost time before the foremars 
arrival, and the Mberal time allotted to start- 
ing and stopping the works, about six of the 
nine bours were spent at actual. production, 
The other three hours were lost entirely, so 
far as any benefit to the firm was concerned.

unreal aspect. It never has been seen except when it 
was raining or snowing and the face of the lake was 
hidden—a night when a real ship would be utterly in- 
visible, It always appears in winter—for it was during 
a dreadful midwinter storm on Jan. 21, 1895, that the 
Chicora was lost, with its crew of twenty-three mon. 

The news of the Chicora’s ghost is a live topic along 
the north shore. When the weather is favorable for its 
appearance people whose houses face the lake sit at 
their windows and watch for it, and others, braving the 
storm and cold, wander along the beach or sit shiver- 
img and expectant, with their eyes turned eastward.

It seldom appears to the watchers, but 
flashes wraithliike upon the sight when it is not ex- 
pected.

Leagues Work for Early Closing. 

“All of which,” says Mr. Walker, “would go to 
show that the saloon is not so ‘necessary’ an evil as 
used to be thought. 

“The activity of the Sunday Closing league,” he 
continues, “has brought into the limelight the laws 
regarding the closing of saloons on certain days and 
at certain hours. The 1 o’clock closing ordinance does 
not appear to be enforced any. better than the old 12 
o’clock closing law, and most students of crime will 
agree that the hour from 12 to 1 is much more pro- 
ductive of crime than any of the earlier hours. It 
therefore would not be surprising to see a movement 
for the old closing hour. The need of closing saloons 
on election days lies principally in the fact that it is 
a day of partial idleness and consequently the patron- 
age of the saloon so greatly is increased that the 
safety of the community is endangered. This is even 
more true on Sunday, and it is held by students of the 
problem that the power of the saloon to create disor- 
der and crime is greater on Sunday than any other 
two days of the week. Consequently in many munici- 
palities Sunday closing laws‘are being vigorously en- 
forced in order to check crime—notably in Minneapo- 
lis and 8t. Louis. |

Sunday Closing Has Reduced Crime. 


“As Gov. Folk of Missouri points out: ‘The en- 
forcement of this law in the large cities of Missouri 
reduced crime some 40 per cent, as shown by statis- 
tics.” In fact, crime has been so: greatly decreased 
all over the country by enforcing Sunday closing laws 
that there is no,.question as to.the benefit to Chicago 
if.the Sunday Closing league Gan discover the proper 
method of compelling the mayor to enforce the exist- 
ing statute concerning which State’s Attorney Healy 
says: ‘There has never been any question about the 
constitutionality. of that law. The. sentiment is 
growing that it is a sorry condition indeed when law 
abiding -citizens are compelled to go to such lengths 
to make a mayor perform his sworn duty, especially 
when it would so materially reduce crime. 

“One public need that always has been opposed 
by the saloons for obvious reasons is the establishing 
of public comfort buildings. If the municipality or 
the business organizations take steps to establish 
these conveniences as is being done in other cities 
throughout the world, they will perform a double 
public service, for they will meet an actual public 
need and at the same time undermine a little of the 
hold that the saloons have on the community. Fur- 
ther curtailment can be accomplished by establishing 
drinking fountains wherever“ seeded for men and 
horses and then depriving safl6dns of the privilege 
of using tne public streets and public sidewalks for 
drihking troughs to act as a drawing card for their 
business. The attractions of the parks, especially 
those under the south park board, must be given a 
high place of honor in meeting the wants of the pub- 
lic and as acting to some degree as saloon substitutes. 

“All the activities along these many lines un- 
doubtedly will do much to carry out Chicago’s new 
spirit of ‘I will’ which is no longer to cultivate the 
saloons but to curtail the cause of 75 per cent of the 
crime.” 


Thornton claimed he had raised the bird from the 
egg and that it was one that had been trained thor- 
oughly from his coop. Melville, on the other: hand, 
swore that the feathered thing in the cage was 2 years 
old and that it had. been his bird all the time. Neigh- 
bors of Thornton told of having seen the pigeon as 
a newly hatched bird and related stories of how it 
was trained, but to offset these the neighbors of Mel- 
ville said they had seen the pigeon in his coop for 
upwards of two years. ; 

The pigeon was silent. It looked from the complain- 
ant to the defendant and preened its feathers.

Scales of Justice Were Balanced Evenly. 

Other witnesses were produced by Thornton, people 
who thought they knew the bird, and were sure—or 
almost sure—that it had been raised and trained by 
the man who brought the suit. It began to look as if 
the scales of justice inclined to his A. of the case. 

“Have you got any further te ony?” asked the 
court of Melville. 

He produced enough additional testimony to offset 
the effect of Thornton’s witnesses, and Justice Badger 


was more puzzled than ever. ’ 
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“Tf the bird only could talk,” said the magistrate, 
“it ‘would be easy to settle the case. If it was a 
parrot, now, instead of a pigeon, it might tell us the 
name of its owner, even if it.did not know the nature 
of an oath.” 

“T think we can get the bird to talk in its own 
language,” said Thornton, to whom the idea came. “I 
am sure if you turned it loose it would go to my pigeon 
lofts. The pigeon ought to know where its ‘home is.” 
“Turn it loose, then,” said Melville, defiantly. “If 
it goes to your lofts I release all claims to it. I think 
the pigeon is mine. Nothing will suit me better than 
to let it decide the case.” 

Magistrate Badger was struck with the reasonable- 
ness of the idea. He was wnable to decide the case 
upon the evidence, and he had not thought of Solo- 
mon’s famous expedient of proposing to divide the 
pigeon in halves, so that each party to the suit could 
have his share.

Parties to the Suit Were Confident: 
Magistrate Badger was unable to decide the case. 
“Gentlemen,” he said, “there is some serious 

error here. Either this bird belongs #% Thornton or 
it belongs to Melville. I have been unable to tell 
from the evidence to whom it does belong, and I am 
going to make the bird itself the deciding witness 
In the case.”’. 

Thornton and Melville both agreed to abide by the 
decision and made acknowledgment for the court’s 
costs.

The secret of Miss Ad- 
dams’ remarkable success among those with whom she 
works is found in the fact that she id in sympathy with 
human nature. She understands the human heart. 

Miss Addams is so well known to ey gente and 
her work ie so familiar to the public that it would be 
a waste of time and space to name the many good 
works that have endeared her to her people. It is suffi- 
cient to gay that were a poll to be taken among the poor 
of the Ghetto or among the factory workers of the 
river wards Miss Addams would receive nearly every 
vote cast. She would be unanimously voted the best 
woman in Chicago. 
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Miss McDowell Is Pat SB s Angel. 

Miss Mary McDowell, who received the second 
largest number of votes in the contest, is head of the 
University of Chicago settlement, which stands in the 
shadow of the huge refrigerating and slaughtering 
plants of the stockyards. Down back of the yards Miss 
McDowell is the angel of the poor. Out there every 
vote would have been cast for her. Out there those 
brawny men and bent backed women are ready to fight 
for her. She is loved by them all. It was she that gave 
the stricken familics of the strikers food when they 
were hungry it was she that finally settled the great 
stockyards strike and put the weekly pay envelope 
back into the hands of the famine stricken.

“In 
this question,” declares Judge McEwen, “there is 
greater basis for truth than most people realize) Man 
more than woman is endlessly pursuing the fountain of 
youth, and it is an old idea inherent in the male sex 
that a young consort will make him young. The idea 
is older than the scriptures, and you remember the 
two young maidens that were found for David were 
chosen with the idea of giving him youth. It will no 
more work a charm now than it did in the days of 
David, but it perennially is springing up, and to it is 
due much of the grist that is. fed to the divorce mill 

“Not only does the husband of this kind try to make 
himself young by marrying a young wife, but, as there 
is no fool like an old, the older he gets the deeper 
he dips down into youth to strike an average. This 
js about 40. If he is 60 he wants a girl of 20, and if 
he is 70 he still is trying to get near a balance by tak- 
ing one of 15.”

Many Chances to Make Companions. 


One of the chief causes given for the deflection of 
the middle aged husbands is the chance that men have 
more than women to make comparisons. “ Man,” says 
the judge, “is meeting bright, well groomed women 
all the time in the business world, or if he doesn’t meet 
them here he meets the gayer butterflies who are bent 
upon pleasure. With them he compares his wife, who 
has run down at the heels, both mentally and literally, 
by constant working and taking care of the children. 
She seems stupid, and often is so apparently, not be- 
cause there isn’t anything there, for she really has as 
much brightness as any other woman, but because 
there isn’t as much chance to develop it. Women do 
not have this same kind of chance to compare their 
husbands with other men. Often they think they have 
been sold and think there isn’t any reason why they 
shouldn't thave more for their investment.”

Bad Effects of Bad Literature. 


“The man of the divorce court also stimulates his 
thirst for this particular game by the kind of books 
that often are the only things he: reads which have 
anything to.do with the sex problems. The perverted 
ideas which have been handed down in French litera- 
ture and which pervade the modern low class play are 
almost miraculously preserved and handed down from 
the old heathen literature. The tendency of all this 
percolates through the conception which many men 
form of their relations to their wives, and which makes 
him consider her his property.” 

Many of the cases show this idea in the husband's 
objection to children.

to Try New Roles. 


Lillian Russell, who has closed one of the 
few sad chapters in her career by of 
the comedy, “ Barbara's rage. ef in which 
she failed to satisfy either C go or New 
York, te not the first actress who has been 
brought up in musical plays and who has then 
tried to act without music. Nor is ehe the 
only actress who has acted without music 
and who then has gone to acting with it. 
Indeed, the facility with which some actors 
and actresses jump from musical piays into 
nonmusical efforts and back again is one of 
the never ending subjects of wonder to those 
who do not appreciate just how versatile it is 
possible for an actor or an actress to be. 

William Courtleigh is an actor who until 
this year has been identified with society 
drama. True, he did piay once in that cave 
of gloom that was called “ Lorna Doone,” but 
he was best known as a polished player of 
soolety réles, and in this capacity he has 
been affiliated with some of the best com- 
panies in this country. Whatis he doing this 
year? Leaning on mantelpieces and flicking 
the ashes from a cigaret in society drama? 
Far from it. He is lifting both his heels and 
his voice as leading man to Marie Cahill in 
the musical comedy, “‘ Marrying Mary,” and 
as a conclusive proof of bis versatilty he is

If Forbes Robertson were to bring out 
Shakspeare’s Cleopatra drama, or Sardou's, 
and assume the role of the bedeviled Antony, 
he might wish to borrow his beauteous Amer- 
ican sister-in-law, Maxine Elliott Goodwin, 
to embody the Sorcereés of the Nile; but his 
own wife, Gertrude Elliott Robertson, al- 
though a less lovely creature to look upon, 
ie better able to realize Shaw's immature 
Egyptian girl, who plays pranks on Cesar 
the Great and hasn't yet developed dang .- 
ously sirenie qualities.
